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Community  Planning  Moves  Forward

At  a workshop  held  August  21,  the  San 
Francisco  Planning  Dept,  unveiled  four  vi- 
sions of  the  Showplace  Square  area  to  an  au- 
dience of  more  than  80  people.  Two  of  the  al- 
ternatives emphasized  community  ideas 
articulated  during  the  previous  four  work- 
shops, one  focussing  on  Production,  Distribu- 
tion, and  Repair  (PDR)  uses,  and  the  other  on 
housing. 

As  a result  of  many  concerns  over  un- 
checked and  in  many  cases  inappropriate  de- 
velopment in  the  area.  Supervisor  Sophie 
Maxwell,  along  with  many  Hill  residents  and 
business  people,  drew  up  a list  of  interim  con- 
trols, but  rather  than  putting  them  into  effect, 
worked  with  the  City  Planning  Department  to 
create  new  zoning  through  a series  of  commu- 
nity workshops. 

The  Supervisor’s  motto,  "planning,  not 


banning,”  started  to  become  a reality  with  the 
first  workshop  held  in  February  of  this  year. 
Background  on  our  neighborhood  and  discus- 
sion of  the  citywide  consideration  for  the  need 
to  preserve  some  PDR  were  discussed  with 
the  neighborhood  participants,  the  business 
owners  and  developers.  Goals  were  set  for  the 
planning  process.  In  March  those  goals  were 
prioritized  and  the  participants  created  the 
first  land-use  maps.  The  May  and  June  ses- 
sions refined  those  maps  and  evaluated  the 
suggestions  based  on  the  broader  city  needs. 

A special  Height  and  Bulk  Workshop  is 
scheduled  for  6 p.m.  on  September  26  at  the 
Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House,  953  De 
Haro  St.  Workshop  participants  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  discuss  issues  concerning  ap- 
propriate building  height  and  bulk  with  repre- 
sentatives from  the  Planning  Dept. 

The  next  Community  Workshop  is  sched- 
uled for  6 p.m. .October  30,  in  the  auditorium 


at  the  California  College  of  Arts  and  Crafts, 
1111  Eighth  St.  (16th  and  Wisconsin).  It  is  the 
hope  of  the  Planning  Dept,  staff  to  present  the 
results  of  these  workshops  to  the  Planning 
Commission  at  a public  hearing  in  mid-No- 
vember. 

If  you  have  not  participated  in  these  work- 
shops, consider  getting  involved.  These  are 
well-organized  and  informative  sessions  that 
truly  offer  members  of  the  Potrero  Hill/Show- 
place  Square  communiity  the  opportunity  to 
add  their  thoughts,  concerns,  and  needs  to  the 
planning  process.

Alternative  to 
Potrero  Power 
Plant  Proposed

Two  city  agencies  proposed  an  energy 
plan  on  August  20  that  would  speed  the 
closure  of  the  existing  Potrero  and  Hunters 
Point  power  plants  without  a massive  power 
plant  expansion. 

The  "Electricity  Resource  Plan"  by  San 
Francisco’s  Environment  Department  and 
Public  Utilities  Commission  backs  up  the  pre- 
vious findings  of  Communities  for  a Better 
Environment  (CBE),  and  marks  the  first  gov- 
ernment-proposed alternative  to  Mirant 
Corp.’s  plan  for  a new  540-megawatt  power 
plant  at  its  existing  Potrero  plant  on  Illinois 
and  22nd  streets. 

“Cancer  and  asthma  run  rampant  in  our 
communities"  and  power  plants  increase 
health  risks,  said  Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell. 
"We  have  other  options,"  she  said. 

San  Francisco’s  alternative  energy  plan 
would  put  150  megawatts  of  mid-sized  power 
plants  in  the  city  by  2004  while  ramping  up 
about  480  MW  of  electricity  efficiency,  solar, 
wind-power,  cogeneration,  fuel  cell,  and  other 
alternative  technologies  at  many  locations  in 
and  around  the  city  by  2012.  It  seeks  to  phase 
out  fossil  fuel  burning  for  the  city’s  electricity 
over  20  to  30  years. 

This  means  we  have  a choice  for  our  elec- 
tricity future:  Mirant's  plan  or  the  alternative 
energy  plan.  CBE  believes  our  communities 
should  speak  out  for  the  cleaner  alternative  to 
Mirant’s  super-sized  power  plant.  There  is  a 
lot  at  stake: 

Clean  air:  The  Potrero  and  Hunters  Point 
plants  are  the  biggest  and  second  biggest  in- 
dustrial air  polluters  in  San  Francisco,  accord- 
ing to  the  California  Air  Resources  Board. 
Mirant’s  plan  could  nearly  double  that  air  pol- 
lution. The  alternative  energy  plan  can  cut  40- 
70  percent  of  existing  power  plant'emissions 
by  2005. 

Toxics-free  communities:  Mirant’s  plan 
would  make  the  Potrero  Power  Plant  the  larg- 
est hazardous  materials  storage  facility  in  San 
Francisco,  according  to  city  officials.  The  al- 
ternative energy  plan  can  avoid  this  increase 
in  toxics. 

San  Francisco  Bay:  Mirant’s  plan  would 
suck  560,000  acre-feet  of  bay  water  (enough 
to  fill  one-third  of  the  bay’s  southern  reach) 
and  an  estimated  500  million  larval  fish  into 
its  expanded  Potrero  plant  each  year.  The  al- 
ternative energy  plan  does  not  use  bay  water 
for  cooling. 

Environmental  justice:  Pollution  violates 
air  quality  standards  in  Southeast  San  Fran- 
cisco and  contaminates  fish  residents  catch 
and  eat  from  the  Bay.  Children  in  Southeast 
San  Francisco  are  hospitalized  for  asthma  at

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Editorial:  In  Our  View 

One  Vote  Does  Count! 

It  was  September  2001  and  we  witnessed  a horrifying  attack  in  New  York  City  that  took  the 
lives  of  thousands  of  human  beings.  And  then,  another  attack  on  the  Pentagon  took  more  lives. 

It  was.  undoubtedly,  one  of  the  worst  catastrophes  we  have  ever  witnessed  - live  on  TV  — 
in  our  country. 

Then,  on  September  14,  President  Bush  was  authorized  to  “use  all  necessary  and  appropriate 
force  against  those  nations,  organizations,  or  persons  he  determines  planned,  authorized,  com- 
mitted. or  aided  the  terrorist  attacks  on  Sept.  1 1 , 2001 ."  A decision  voted  on  by  Congress.  That 
is,  all  but  one  member  of  Congress  voted  to  give  the  president  those  powers.  That  one  “nay"  vote 
was  rendered  by  Oakland's  congresswoman  Barbara  Lee 

At  the  time  the  View  stood  by  Lee  in  an  editorial  we  wrote  in  our  October  issue.  We  won- 
dered how  our  readership  would  respond.  Only  one  Potrero  Hill  reader  told  us  that  he  was  ap- 
palled and  angry  at  our  position  in  support  of  Lee. 

Now.  at  the  first  anniversary  of  that  disastrous  day  in  2001,  there  are  many  more  voices  sup- 
porting Lee’s  position,  and  we  say  right  on! 

We  must  never  be  silent  about  our  government's  reaction  to  events  — whether  for  or  against 
a position. 

On  August  25  Lee  was  the  recipient  of  the  Wayne  Morse  Integrity  in  Politics  Award,  in  a 
ceremony  in  Eugene,  Oregon  (the  late  Senator  Wayne  Morse’s  district)  for  her  position.  While  in 
office  Morse  was  one  of  two  senators  to  vote  against  the  1964  resolution  that  allowed  the  U S.  to 
go  to  war  in  Vietnam.  At  the  time,  Morse  said  “I  don’t  know  why  we  think  just  because  we’re 
mighty,  we  have  the  right  to  try  to  substitute  might  for  right.”

Mini  Park  Update

Some  in  our  neighborhood  may  be  won- 
dering what  has  happened  to  the  little 
park  at  the  corner  of  De  Haro  and  South- 
ern Heights  across  from  the  Neighbor- 
hood House. 

Its  current  run-down  condition  is  es- 
pecially puzzling  in  light  of  the  third 
year  of  the  annual  luge  race  events  down 
the  steep  slope  of  De  Haro,  disruptive 
activities  that  were  supposed  to  result  in 
financial  contributions  for  neighborhood 
beautification. 

Here  are  the  facts  as  I have  learned: 
The  organizers  of  the  luge  event,  J & A 
Productions  LLC  claim  to  have  given 
$7,000  to  the  Neighborhood  House  in  the 
year  2000;  $7,000  to  the  Potrero  Middle 
School  in  2001;  and  the  rough  equivalent 
of  that  amount  in  2002  by  employing 
neighborhood  youth  to  help  in  the  prep- 
aration and  clean  up  after  this  year's 
final  race. 

According  to  Edward  Hatter,  Facility 
Manager  and  Good  Faith  Employment 
Director  of  the  Nabe,  much  of  the  initial 
$7,000  in  year  2000  paid  for  landscaping 
plans  of  the  park  in  question.  These 
plans  were  in  two  stages  both  requiring 
approval  by  various  city  agencies. 

Slowing  down  the  transition  of  the 
park  was  the  unauthorized  dumping  of 
materials  during  the  last  few  months, 
which  resulted  in  cracked  sidewalks, 
downed  power  lines  and  damaged  hedges. 

Remediation  through  actions  between 
insurance  companies  are  currently  in  the 
works. 

Parks  have  traditionally  provided  an 
oasis  within  the  density  of  city  living. 
Soon  this  little  park  will  offer  a more 
beautiful  place  for  dog  walking  and  an 
environment  in  which  to  sit  affording 
views  of  the  bustling  city  below.

Bears  at  Hill  Factory

Almost  two  years  have  passed  since  I was 
elected  to  represent  District  10.  as  well  as  all  of 
the  neighborhoods  of  San  Francisco.

Thirty-seven  sailors  from  the  USS 
McCampbell  squeezed  into  the  Basic  Brown 
Bear  Factory  on  De  Haro  Street  July  17  and 
learned  all  they  needed  to  about  creating  and 
dressing  toy  bears. 

Their  ship  — sister  ship  to  the  destroyer 
Cole  damaged  in  Yemen’s  Gulf  of  Aden  in 
2000  — was  docked  at  Pier  32  for  about  a 
week,  and  received  its  official  commission  on 
Saturday,  July  20. 

During  the  McCampbell’s  initial  trial  runs 
up  and  down  the  California  coast,  the  crew 
and  officers  performed  community  service  in 
cities  where  they  docked.  In  San  Francisco 
they  were  given  a tour  of  the  bear  factory, 
helped  finish  a hundred  bears,  and  dressed 
them  in  official-looking  naval  outfits.  The  fol- 
lowing day  the  bears  were  to  be  handed  out  to 


youngsters  at  the  Oakland  Children’s  Hospital. 

The  ship’s  crew  - most  of  them  between 
the  ages  of  20  and  23  were  delighted  with 
the  bear  visit  and  reacted  as  any  kid  would: 
“Awesome"  was  one  sailor’s  reaction.  He  was 
from  Kansas  and  had  "never  seen  anything 
like  the  factory”  in  his  hometown. 

Celebrating  its  25th  year  in  the  business,  the 
Basic  Brown  Bear  Factory  donated  the  bears  to 
the  crew,  and  fashioned  a specially  made,  very 
large  bear  to  be  given  to  the  ship’s  captain  for 
permanent  installation  on  board  the  ship. 

Quite  a few  of  the  sailors  are  Californians, 
including  Lt.  J.G.  Kate  Deal,  a Stanford 
graduate  Susanville  and  a Stanford  graduate, 
who  was  a spokesperson  for  the  crew  that  day. 
“25  percent  of  the  crew  is  female,”  she 
proudly  told  the  View. 

The  ship  will  be  stationed  in  San  Diego 
until  called  into  action.

necticut and  at  the  Main  Library  in  Civic  Center. 

Researched  and  written  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC) 
and  the  San  Francisco  Dept,  of  the  Environ- 
ment, this  70-page  document  identifies  the 
problems,  outlines  goals  and  solutions  and  ex- 
plains how  to  achieve  them.  Under  the  man- 
agement of  electrical  energy  expert,  Ed 
SmelofF,  this  is  a very  practical  plan  that 
needs  to  be  implemented  as  soon  as  possible. 

How  did  the  Plan  come  to  be?  In  response 
to  Mirant’s  application  to  expand  the  other  old 
polluting  generating  facility  at  Potrero  Point 
(23rd  and  Illinois),  Supervisor  Sophie  Max- 
well authored  what  has  become  known  as  the 
“Maxwell  Ordinance."  Titled  “Human  Health 
and  Environment  Protections  for  New  Electric 
Generation”  the  ordinance,  in  addition  to 
strengthening  the  city’s  ability  to  ensure  a 
cleaner  environment  and  addressing  reliability 


issues  of  expansion  of  the  Mirant  plant,  it 
mandates  that  the  city  develop  a long-range 
plan  to  identify  programs  that  would  assure 
our  energy  future  and  protect  the  environment. 
The  Plan  is  the  required  long-range  program 
that  must  be  put  into  play. 

To  achieve  the  goals  set  forth  by  the  Plan, 
the  city  must  also  make  changes  to  the  way 
the  SFPUC  manages  our  energy  portfolio.  We 
have  enjoyed  hydroelectric  power  generated 
by  the  city-owned  Hetch  Hetchy  system  since 
the  mid- 1930s.  That  system  already  produces 
enough  power  to  meet  about  one-third  of  our 
electrical  load.  Hetch  Hetchy  power  lights  our 
city  buildings,  our  schools,  and  MUNI.  But 
because  we  are  at  the  end  of  the  transmission 
lines,  which  deliver  the  Hetch  Hetchy  power 
and  power  generated  from  other  sources,  we 
need  to  protect  ourselves  from  any  interrup- 
tions that  may  occur  to  the  transmission  sys- 
tem by  having  some  electrical  generation  in 
the  city.  PG&E  built  the  two  aging  plants, 
now  as  old  as  45  years,  because  of  the  need 
for  local  generation.  Without  these  answers  and 
some  design  changes,  the  state  will  not  issue  a 
permit  to  build. 

Delays  in  building  new  facilities  can  cause 
an  even  bigger  long-term  problem.  If  we  don’t 
get  at  least  200  megawatts  of  new  in-town 
generation  in  the  next  two  years,  state  and  fed- 
eral agencies  will  mandate  the  retrofit  of  the 
old  inefficient  Hunters  Point  and  Potrero 
plants,  causing  us  to  suffer  from  their  pollut- 
ing output  for  many  years  to  come,  jeopardiz- 
ing system  safety  and  reliability.  This  would 
prolong  the  life  of  these  dirty,  inefficient,  and 
unreliable  plants  for  as  much  as  10  years. 

The  most  direct  and  safe  way  to  see  that 
the  Electricity  Resource  Plan’s  programs  are 
implemented  would  be  through  the  passage  of 


Proposition  D.  Placed  on  the  ballot  through 
the  efforts  of  Supervisor  Maxwell  and  the  ma- 
jority of  supervisors,  it  allows  the  SFPUC  to 
issue  revenue  bonds  to  build  new  generating 
facilities.  Not  be  confused  with  general  obli- 
gation bonds  that  are  added  to  our  property 
taxes,  these  bonds  are  paid  back  from  revenue 
realized  from  selling  the  power  generated  and 
put  the  bondholders  at  risk,  not  the  city. 

Proposition  D also  strengthens  the  Com- 
mission itself  by  requiring  that  some  of  the 
commissioners  be  experienced  in  energy,  pub- 
lic finance,  and  the  environment.  It  also  re- 
quires the  city  controller  to  name  one  of  the 
commissioners,  a unique  idea  that  enhances 
the  PUC’s  makeup.  The  only  negative  issue 
that  seems  to  be  surfacing  about  the  measure 
is  the  fear  that  this  measure  would  lead  to  an 
expensive  takeover  of  PG&E’s  distribution 


system.  However  the  city  already  has  the 
power  to  take  over  the  system.  What  this  mea- 
sure does  is  actually  protect  us  by  requiring 
proof  that  we  consumers  would  save  money 
on  our  energy  bill  before  we  would  start  to  ac- 
quire PG&E’s  local  system.  And  if  the  city 
ever  acquired  the  system,  current  PG&E 
workers  would  be  assured  of  continued  em- 
ployment through  the  city  as  a result  of  such 
action. 

The  Electricity  Resource  Plan  is  a giant 
step  forward  for  the  city.  Let’s  get  behind  it, 
along  with  Yes  on  Prop  D,  and  help  shape  a 
better  and  cleaner  future  of  our  city  for  gen- 
erations to  come.

THIRTY  YEARS  OF  THE  VIEW 
AT  THE  LIBRARY 


At  long  last,  the  fourth  bound  volume  of  The  Potrero  View 
has  joined  the  others  on  the  shelves  of  the  Potrero  Branch 
Library.  It  contains  issues  from  February  1992  through 
December  2000,  and  it’s  a biggie!  You  may  need  a forklift 
(or  a wheelbarrow)  to  wrestle  it  to  a reading  table!  It’s 
intriguing  to  riffle  through  these  tomes  and  see  not  only  how 
the  Hill  has  changed  over  the  past  thirty  years. but  how  the 
paper  has  evolved  since  its  first  issue  in  1970. 


FIGHTING  CRIME 

After  several  incidents  of  burglary,  auto  break-ins  and  a shooting,  Potrero  Hill  residents  are  devel- 
oping strategies  for  crime  prevention.  Neighborhood  watch  groups  have  met  to  discuss  means  of 
ensuring  personal  safety  and  increase  police  support.  A Neighborhood  Watch  Partnership  meeting 
was  held  in  August  at  the  Rec  Center.  Several  residents  expressed  their  desire  to  strengthen  the 
feeling  of  neighborhood  by  inviting  members  of  other  neighborhood  watch  groups  to  attend  their 
meetings,  and  to  involve  public  housing  tenants  by  holding  meetings  in  Potrero  Terrace. 

DE-HARO  STREET  SIDEW  ALK  PLAN 

Opposition  to  the  City’s  plan  to  install  sidewalks  on  the  northern  end  of  De  Haro  Street,  between 
Division  and  1 7th  streets,  drew  about  20  local  businessmen  to  a public  hearing  called  by  the  De- 
partment of  Parking  and  Traffic.  The  majority  of  those  present  opposed  the  change,  based  on  the 
belief  that  there  was  little  foot  traffic  in  the  industrial  area,  and  that  inviting  pedestrians  into  the 
area  would  impede  truck  access  to  the  point  that  some  businesses  would  not  be  able  to  function. 
Representatives  of  the  city  cited  the  city’s  concern  about  liability  in  the  event  of  an  accident  involv- 
ing a pedestrian  forced  to  walk  in  the  street  around  parked  trucks.  The  area  is  changing  . The 
World  Gym,  California  College  of  Arts  and  Crafts,  the  Metronome  Ballroom,  and  cafes  and  retail 
establishments  have  contributed  to  increased  pedestrian  traffic.  In  addition,  children  visiting  the 
Basic  Brown  Bear  Factory  must  walk  down  the  sidewalk-less  portion  of  the  street  to  get  to  public 
transportation. 

PRINCIPALS  SHIFTED  TO  DISTRICT  HQ 

Two  neighborhood  school  principals  have  been  selected  to  work  with  the  administration  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District.  Willie  Santamana,  principal  of  Daniel  Webster  School  for  the 
past  1 1 years,  will  work  with  schools  that  are  using  the  Comer  Project  Child  Study  Center  of  Yale 
University,  the  accelerated  School  Project  of  Stanford  University,  and  other  schools  in  the  District’s 
restructuring  program.  Judith  Kell,  principal  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School,  will  be  supervisor 
of  Middle  School  programs,  Assistant  Principal  Ron  Cabral  will  act  as  interim  principal  of  the 
Middle  School  for  the  Fall  semester.  An  interview  committee  was  set  up  to  meet  with  applicants 
for  Ms.  Santamaria'sjob. 

MUM  DRIVER  CHASES  THIEF  WITH  BUS 

A woman  passenger  waiting  for  a bus  at  the  comer  of  Southern  Heights  and  De  Haro  at  8:30  a.m. 
was  attacked  by  a young  man  who  grabbed  her  purse.  The  thief  ran  down  Southern  Heights  in  a 
getaway  attempt.  Driver  Anthony  Williams  and  the  #19  bus  appeared  as  this  was  taking  place.  He 
immediately  turned  his  bus  into  Southern  Heights  and  gave  chase,  apprehending  the  thief  at  22nd 
Street  He  got  out  of  the  bus,  grabbed  the  purse,  returned  to  the  bus,  turned  it  around,  picked  up 
the  woman  passenger  and  returned  the  purse  to  her,  and  then  continued  down  De  Haro  Street  on 
his  usual  route.  The  police  were  called  by  neighbors,  and  police  arrived  after  both  the  bus  and  the 
thief  had  left  the  scene. 

VIDEO  PROJECT  WINS  GRANT  FOR  HILL  FILM  MAKER 

An  autobiographical  video  project  about  the  development  of  female  ethnic  identity,  partly  produced 
by  Potrero  Hill  resident  and  View  reporter  Julia  Jaungui,  has  won  a grant  from  the  Film  Arts 
Foundation.  The  project.  Smoke  and  Mirrors,  is  a collaborative  documentary  that  will  feature  the 
stories  of  three  different  women,  a Latina,  an  Asian  American  and  an  African  American.  Jaurigui’s 
section  of  the  film,  called  Bending  Not  Breaking,  will  explore  the  many  questions  and  contradic- 
tions she  has  had  to  grapple  with  as  a Latina  of  Basque  and  Colombian  descent  who  grew  up  in  a 
family  that  tried  to  deny  its  ethnic  roots  and  “pass”  as  Italian-American. 

HILL  PRODUCER  WINS  PRAISE  FOR  FILM  ON  HARRY  BRIDGES 

Hill  resident  Berry  Minot’s  hour-long  documentary,  Harry  Bridges:  A Man  and  His  Union,  to  be 
shown  on  KQED  in  September,  was  a critical  and  box  office  success  during  its  premiere  showing 
at  the  Roxie  Theater  last  month.  Minot  and  her  co-producer,  John  Knoop,  conducted  more  than  40 
hours  of  interviews  with  Bridges’  long  time  associates,  including  longshoreman  Bill  Bailey,  union  editor 
Sid  Roger,  and  other  waterfront  figures  who  knew  the  charismatic  labor  leader,  who  died  in  1990  at 
the  age  of  89. 

AND  TWENTY  YEARS  AGO , , , The  View  received  an  award  from  the  State  Assembly  in  recog- 
nition of  its  status  as  San  Francisco’s  longest  established  neighborhood  newspaper . . . The  century- 
old  paint  factory  at  23rd  and  Kansas  was  being  reduced  to  rubble  under  the  supervision  of  the  Haz- 
ardous Waste  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Health  Services . . .

‘I’m  Not  Homeless  — 

I Like  Living  Outdoors’

As  a follow-up  to  my  previous  articles  on 
the  homeless  in  and  around  Potrero  Hill,  I in- 
terviewed a number  of  people  where  they  live 
on  the  eastern  slope  of  the  Hill,  below  the 
freeway.  Here  are  some  of  their  comments: 

Rachel  [not  his  real  name] : I can’t  handle 
shelters.  The  worst  housing  in  the  Tenderloin 
is  S800.  There  is  a two-year  wait  for  emer- 
gency housing.  Fix  any  one  of  those  things 
and  you’ll  solve  homelessness  for  me 

Gene:  Tell  Willie  Brown  that  I want  to  work 
for  housing.  And  I’ll  work  if  it  means  a place 
to  live. 

Casey:  I’ve  been  on  the  street  for  five  years 
and,  to  tell  you  the  truth,  I prefer  it.  The  chal- 
lenge is  staying  out  of  the  way  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  and  Port  Authority  who 
are  on  a crusade.  And  I’ll  tell  you  why.  It’s 
some  of  these  younger  kids  who  do  drugs, 
leave  a mess,  or  go  to  the  bathroom  just  any- 
where. Keep  the  place  clean,  like  most  of  us 
old-timers,  and  no  one  bothers  you. 


Anna:  I wasn't  homeless  ‘til  two  days  ago 
when  the  city  towed  my  motorhome  and  ani- 
mal services  took  my  dog  to  the  pound.  First 
day  it  was  $60  to  get  my  dog  out.  Next  day  it 
was  $70,  and  today  it  is  $80.  We’re  selling 
that  old  car  to  get  the  dog  back.  Maybe  there 
could  be  a tent  city  for  the  homeless?  With 
showers,  toilets? 

Marcus:  I’ve  been  homeless  for  17  years.  The 
motorhome  was  the  closest  thing  to  a home  I 
ever  had.  And  the  city  ain’t  gonna  give  it 
back.  Stop  chasin’  us.  Give  us  the  first  option 
on  city  work  . . you  know,  like  painting, 
hauling  stuff,  moving  things.  Homelessness 
ain’t  great,  but  it’s  safer  than  city  shelters,  and 
not  a jungle  like  downtown. 

Frank:  There’s  always  gonna  be  homeless. 

It’s  just  a matter  of  why  and  who’s  next. 

John:  I’m  not  homeless  — I like  living  out- 
doors.

four  times  the  rate  reported  statewide.  Adults 
are  hospitalized  for  asthma,  heart  failure,  dia- 
betes, and  hypertension  at  two  to  four  times 
statewide  rates.  Mirant’s  plan  would  increase 
these  health  risks.  The  alternative  energy  plan 
would  reduce  local  health  risks. 

Closing  old  power  plants:  Mirant’s  plan 
would  run  old  Potrero  Unit  3 at  up  to  207 
megawatts  for  the  foreseeable  future,  and 
would  contribute  to  keeping  the  Hunters  Point 
plant  running  until  at  least  2006.  The  alterna- 
tive energy  plan  could  allow  Potrero  Unit  3 to 
down-rate  to  47  MW,  and  allow  Hunters  Point 
plant  closure,  before  2005. 

Climate  protection:  Mirant’s  plan  would 
lock  San  Francisco  into  more  fossil  fuel  power 
- and  greenhouse  gases  - for  a projected  40 
years.  The  alternative  energy  plan  would  re- 
duce and  phase  out  fossil  fuel  use  for  city 
electricity. 


Energy  security:  Mirant’s  plan  could 
make  the  city  more  dependent  on  natural  gas 
supplies  we  do  not  control.  The  alternative  en- 
ergy plan  increases  our  energy  security. 

Jobs:  Dollars  paid  for  power  from  fossil 
fuel  plants  mostly  leave  town.  More  of  the  in- 
vestment in  solar  and  energy  efficiency  plows 
back  into  the  local  economy.  The  alternative 
energy  plan  can  create  more  long-term  local 
jobs  than  Mirant's  plan. 

Electric  bills:  Mirant  has  been  charged  by 
the  State  Attorney  General  for  market  ma- 
nipulation during  the  last  round  of  power  price 
gouging.  Mirant's  plan  could  make  us  depen- 
dent on  the  company  for  power  generation  in 
the  city.  The  alternative  energy  plan  would 
bring  more  of  our  power  resources  under  local 
control.  . 

Keeping  the  lights  on:  Mirant’s  plan  puts 
most  in-city  power  generation  in  one  place, 
where  it  could  go  down  all  at  once.  The  alter- 
native energy  plan’s  balanced  portfolio  of 
many  resources  in  many  locations  is  more  re- 
liable than  Mirant’s  plan.

Over  the  years,  I have  been  impressed 
by  the  many  facets  of  the  Potrero  Hill 
Neighborhood  House  (Nabe)  that  make  it 
a many-splendored  thing.  And  at  those 
times  when  it  appeared  I had  experienced 
all  the  Nabe  had  to  offer,  there  always 
was  a new  discovery  awaiting. 

This  was  the  case  in  July  when  I was 
invited  to  the  monthly  cabaret  held  for  a 
group  of  approximately  40  development- 
ally  disabled  adults.  To  my  surprise  the 
program  has  been  underway  at  the  Nabe 
for  a few  years. 

The  program's  clients  come  to  the 
Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House  daily 
from  residences  throughout  the  city  for 
recreational  activities.  The  highlight 
event,  however,  is  the  monthly  cabaret 
where  clients'  arts  and  crafts  products 
arc  displayed  and  awards  are  given  by 
program  director  Katherine  Rairigh 
and  staff  members. 

"Creative  and  performing  arts  are  the 
most  therapeutic  activities,"  says  Rairigh. 
"Cabarets  and  rehearsals  provide  mental 
stimulation,  socialization  opportunities, 
communications  experience  and,  more 
importantly,  self-expression  and  the  joy 
of  positive  attention." 

In  true  cabaret  style,  drummer  Earl 
Watkins  and  a keyboard  player  provided 
a musical  background.  Clients  dance 
with  each  other  and  with  staff  members, 
and  a few  play  along  with  Watkins  on 
percussion  instruments  or  guitar. 

Watkins  commented,  "We  play  there 
frequently  to  entertain  them.  I guess 


we  bring  some  happiness  into  their 
lives." 

And  other  clients  sing.  At  this  oc- 
casion, one  took  the  mike  to  sing,  "I 
want  a Girl  Just  Like  the  Girl  That 
Married  Dear  Old  Dad."  During  his  un- 
inhibited rendition,  he  strayed  frequent- 
ly from  the  song's  meter  but  the  musi- 
cians gently  shepherded  him  so  that  all 
ended  together. 

Rairigh  continues,  "Our  clients  are 
diagnosed  with  moderate  to  profound 
mental  retardation,  autism,  Down's 
Syndrome  and  other  developmental  dis- 
abilities. But  I see,  again  and  again, 
that  the  people  who  attend  our  programs 
respond  to  beautiful  music,  art  and 
theater  the  same  way  we  all  do  — with 
delight!  It's  energizing  and  healing  to 
be  a part  of  it." 

One  mervels  that  communications 
are  achieved  despite  daunting  obstacles: 
clients'  flawed  articulation  ard  fre- 
quent frustration  over  being  misunder- 
stood; phlegmatic  conditions;  hyper- 
activity; deafness. 

The  group,  which  falls  in  the  40  and 
up  age  range,  has  been  in  the  Nabe 
program  for  many  years.  The  warmth 
of  the  ties  to  each  other  and  staff 
members  is  unmistakable. 

"Being  at  the  Neighborhood  House 
gives  us  access  to  this  wonderful  theater 
and  enables  us  to  reach  out  to  the 
community  with  our  Cabarets.  Words 
can't  express  how  meaningful  it  is  for 
our  clients  to  meet  and  get  applause  from 
new  people,"  says  Rairigh.  There  is  no 
charge  for  the  performances,  even  though 


though  the  program  involves  some  of 
the  most  talented  professional  artists 
in  the  city. 

Professional  actor  Lonnie  Ford,  who 
has  been  guest  artist  with  the  program 
says,  "Working  with  these  clients  has 
taught  me  more  about  acting  than  any 
other  job.  It  requires  five  times  more 
concentration  than  acting. 

"We  hope  everyone  in  the  Potrero  Hill 
community  will  stop  by  to  make  new 
friends,  sing  and  dance-along,  and  enjoy 
some  great  entertainment."  Rairigh 
says.  Cabarets  are  usually  scheduled 


on  the  last  Friday  of  each  month  between 
12:30  and  2 p.m.  at  the  Nabe,  953 
De  Haro  Street. 

The  program  is  funded  mostly  by  the 
Golden  Gate  Regional  Center,  the  agency 
that  channels  state  funds  to  Develop- 
mental^ Disabled  individuals  in  each 
California  community. 

Chuck  Elkind,  an  irregular  contributor 
to  the  View,  is  a former  newspaperman 
as  well  as  a musician  who  performs  in 
bands  and  has  participated  in  cabaret 
settings  in  the  Southern  California  area 
where  he  resides.

Thick  Description's  premiere  of  Octavio 
Solis’  Dreamlandia,  at  the  Thick  House,  1695 
18th  Street,  ends  September  15. 

Inspired  by  Calderon  De  La  Barca’s  La  Vida 
Es  Sueno  (Life  Is  a Dream),  one  of  the  gems 
of  the  Golden  Age  of  Spain,  Dreamlandia 
takes  a crazed  contemporary  spin  on  the  origi- 
nal to  tell  a tale  of  curses  deferred  and 
bloodkin  disowned. 

Set  in  the  author’s  signature  “dreamed”  ver- 
sion of  the  El  Paso/Juarez  border  region,  the 
story  revolves  around  the  twin  plots  of  a 
young  man  raised  all  his  life  on  an  island  in 
the  middle  of  the  Rio  Grande  and  a young 
woman  who  crosses  the  river  to  exact  revenge 
on  the  father  who  ruined  her  life.

It  was  a rather  subtle  change.  The  rug  was 
different  and  the  chairs  were  new.  I was  ac- 
customed to  the  familiar  old  stuff  so  it  came 
as  a bit  of  a shock  to  me  1 reached  for  a 
magazine  and  wondered  if  there  were  any  left 
from  the  80s  but  they  were  all  new.  "I  get  new 
ones  every  month,"  Flo  said.  “I  even  get  free 
subscriptions  because  I have  a waiting  room." 

This  is  one  of  those  little  known  secrets 
that  slipped  out.  Waiting  rooms  get  free  maga- 
zines and  Flo  keeps  his  rack  current  with  all 
the  latest  editions.  I usually  don’t  spend  much 
time  waiting  as  I’m  usually  late  for  the  ap- 
pointment. Today  was  not  much  different  but 
actually  Flo  was  running  early  and  he  came 
and  let  me  know  it  was  time.  The  library  of 
current  magazines  would  have  to  wait. 

1 settled  into  the  chair  as  Flo  puttered 
around  before  he  finally  laid  it  back  and  pro- 
ceeded to  wash  my  hair.  1 hate  this  part.  I am 
not  fond  of  getting  my  hair  washed  by  some- 
one else,  especially  in  public.  It's  not  all  that 
public  but  I just  suffer  through  it  waiting  for  it 
to  be  over.  I was  in  good  hands;  Flo  hasn't 
lost  anyone  yet. 

Florindo  Cimino  opened  his  shop  on 
Twentieth  Street  on  March  23,  1953.  He  was 
20  years  old.  A graduate  of  Commerce  High 
School,  Flo  went  to  barber  college  at  the  same 
time  he  went  to  high  school.  He  worked  a 
chair  on  24th  Street  but  realized  his  own  shop 
within  three  years  of  graduation. 

Twentieth  Street  was  a hotbed  of  hair  ac- 
tivity back  then.  You  had  Ouida’s  shop  where 
the  Thinker  Cafe  now  stands.  Next  door  was 
Joe  Koch’s  barber  shop.  The  Hair  Fair  closed 


in  the  70s  when  Virginia  Samaduroff  locked  it 
up  and  never  returned.  It  remains  in  a state  of 
arrested  decay.  Flo’s  shop  resides  in  a small 
cove  between  the  real  estate  office  and  The 
Good  Life  Grocery. 

Flo  says,  "Bringing  that  grocery  store  here 
sure  has  been  good  for  this  street.” 

I asked  what  was  there  pnor  to  the  grocery 
store  and  he  quickly  named  two  cleaners,  a pet 
store,  a photo  shop,  a cabinet  shop  and  a furni- 
ture refinisher.  “Of  course  it  was  a fire  station 
before  that.”  (And  indeed  it  was  the  original 
home  of  horse-drawn  fire  trucks  prior  to  1 900 
but  that  even  predates  you,  Flo.) 

The  scissors  start  trimming  in  a rhythmic 
pattern  over  my  head.  I’ve  never  seen  him  do 
it  the  same  way  twice  but  I know  he’d  say  he 
does  it  the  same  way  every  time.  The  hair 
starts  falling.  Flo  is  a hair  stylist.  I think  of 
this  occasionally,  wondering  if  today  he  might 
attempt  some  Vic  Damone  thing  with  what’s 
left  of  my  hair.  He  knows  I’m  writing  this  ar- 
ticle so  I watch  him  like  a hawk. 

“No,  I’m  a barber  and  a hair  stylist,"  he 
responds  to  my  question  but  I’m  not  sure  if  I 
should  plumb  this  subject  anymore  than  I al- 
ready have.  All  those  plaques  on  the  wall  at- 
test to  his  experience  as  a hair  stylist  but  it’s 
the  barber  pole  outside  that  draws  my  next 
question. 

"When  are  you  going  to  get  that  thing 
fixed?”  He  says  he  has  a new  one  at  home  but 
the  electricity  got  cut  off  at  some  point  years 
ago.  Somehow  barber  poles  evoke  that  silly 
sense  of  nostalgia  in  most  everyone  including 
me.  It  could  be  fixed  but  like  most  things,  this 
may  or  may  not  happen.  We  talk  about  it 
nonetheless. 


While  many  Hill  residents  get  their  hair 
cut  at  Flo’s,  his  steady  clientele  comes  from 
all  over  the  Bay  Area.  Flo  maintains  one  of 
the  last  connections  to  the  old  neighborhood 
as  men  who  grew  up  on  Potrero  Hill  but 
moved  away  still  come  back  on  a regular 
schedule  to  get  their  hair  cut. 

The  beard  trimmer  comes  out.  I know 
what  he’s  going  to  say.  He  says  it  most  every 
time  he  does  this.  He’ll  wait  until  he’s 
trimmed  it  about  half  way,  one  side  short  - the 
other  long.  Knowing  I look  goofy  he’ll  say, 
“You  know  I take  more  off  your  chin  than  I 
do  your  head."  What  a relief  because  if  it  was

the  other  way  around  I’d  have  gone  bald  ages 
ago  but  Flo  trims  it  up  and  thankfully  the 
phone  didn’t  ring  amidst  that  little  moment 
There  are  no  pictures  on  the  wall  but  Flo 
has  cut  some  celebrity  hair  too.  Don 
Sherwood  of  radio  fame,  Bobo  Olsen  the  prize 
fighter,  Les  Brown  (but  not  his  band  of  re- 
nown), and  George  Shearing. 

We  talk  about  the  old  days  some  more, 
about  the  tunnel  that  cut  under  Potrero  Hill. 

As  a kid.  Flo  knew  that  landmark  as  he  still 
lives  in  the  house  on  Arkansas  Street  where  he 
was  bom  and  raised.  The  tunnel  started  at  18th

and  Arkansas  and  ended  by  Texas  and  Sierra 
streets.  It  caught  on  fire  one  year,  the  old  creo- 
sote timbers  inside  burned  for  months  and  as 
it  deteriorated,  houses  above  began  to  shift. 
Holes  were  dug,  one  where  the  Chinese  acu- 
puncture clinic  is  and  the  other  at  20th  and 
Connecticut.  They  excavated  massive  holes  to 
lower  tractors  into  the  tunnel  to  move 
the  dirt  and  close  up  the  tunnel. 

He  combs  and  trims  a little 
more.  The  styling  brush  comes 
out  and  this  is  where  I know 
I’m  getting  my  money's 
worth.  The  blow  dryer  in  one 
hand  and  the  brush  in  the 
other,  Flo  transforms  my 
head  and  miraculously  finds 
the  part  in  my  hair.  I start  look- 
ing human  again  and  Flo  makes 
sure  to  get  it  all  right  - Don’t  pouf 
it,  Flo!

Potrero  Hill  Garden  Club 
Shares  the  Wealth 


By  M.  Joseph  Schaller 

"Anybody  know  what  this  is?"  "Sure, 
that's  chasmanthe.  It  grows  all  over 
the  hill."  "I've  got  some  dahlias  that 
I'm  separating,  some  red  ones  and 
some  pink  ones.  Anybody  want  any?" 

These  are  some  of  the  conversations 
at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the 
Potrero  Hill  Garden  Club.  The  last 
Sunday  of  each  month  (or  thereabouts) 
a dozen  or  two  men  and  women  of  the 
Hill  gather  at  some  member's  home, 
chat,  have  a potluck  brunch,  and  dis- 
cuss all  manner  of  gardening  lore  and 
tips. 

Trading  bulbs  and  seeds  and  knowledge 
enables  members  to  spread  the 
wealth  and  see  what  others  are  doing. 
"We're  not  hard  core;  we  talk  about  all 
kinds  of  things,"  says  Joni  Eisen,  who's 
in  charge  of  mailings  and  one  of  the 
club's  founders. 

Member  Audrey  Cole  emphasizes 
that  "this  is  not  just  a social  club. 
There's  always  a sharing  of  ideas  and 
advice  as  well  as  plants  and  seeds,  in  a 
low-stress  easy-going  environment  that's 
accessible  no  matter  your  level  of 
expertise.  It's  also  fun  to  see  and  hang 
out  with  people  who  become  friends 
over  time." 

Meetings  are  usually  in  the  form  of 
a potluck  brunch,  but  also  may  be 
outings,  guided  tours,  or  visits  to  places 
such  as  Sunset  Gardens  or  Yerba  Buena 
Gardens  in  downtown  San  Francisco, 
usually  with  a knowledgable  staff 
member  or  local  expert.  The  potluck 
brunches  often  feature  homegrown 
bounty  from  members'  gardens. 

There's  also  the  show-off  factor.  Every 
member  is  asked  to  host  one  meeting 
every  two  years,  and  it  can  be  held  at 
their  own  garden. 

Michele  and  Carl  Hangee-Bauer  both 
live  and  work  on  the  Hill.  "I'm  really 
glad  Carl  and  I joined  the  Garden  Club. 
It's  so  much  fun  seeing  everyone's 
gardens.  Potrero  Hill  has  the  best 
climate  for  gardens  in  the  city,  and 
seeing  people's  homes  and  gardens  is  in- 
spiring. One  person  might  specialize 
in  container  plants,  another  person  loves 
roses,"  Michele  says. 


Carl  grows  orchids  in  his  greenhouse, 
and  I'm  into  cactus  and  succulents. 

It's  great  to  share  cuttings  and  plants 
with  other  green-thumbs.  I can't 
think  of  a nicer  way  to  spend  a Sunday 
morning  — in  a sunny  garden  with 
neighbors  and  a tasty  potluck. 

Joni  Eisen  enthused,  "Hosting  a meet- 
ing is  only  asked  of  a member  once  every 
two  years  — and  need  not  entail  a visit 
to  that  member's  garden;  a person  can 
organize  an  outing  or  activity  instead. 
Some  people  in  the  club  don't  actually 
have  a garden;  they  might  use  a plot  in 
one  of  the  Hill's  community  gardens, 
or  they  may  have  future  garden  dreams, 
as  yet  unrealized.  The  club  is  a great 
place  to  get  ideas  from  other  people, 
and  it  doesn't  matter  if  you're  not  ready 
to  reciprocate  yet.  Speaking  of  the 
show-off  factor,  I'm  really  proud  of  my 
organic  urban  farm;  a fairly  sustain- 
able backyard  ecosystem  of  edible 
flowers,  vegetables,  fruit  trees  and 
chickens." 

A recent  count  of  the  membership 
showed  21  men  and  23  women  of  all 
ages.  Some  members  are  currently  co- 
ordinating with  Friends  of  the  Urban 
Forest  for  a mass  tree  planting  on 
the  Hill  (621-4429  if  interested. 

"Next  month,  we'll  be  meeting  out- 
doors at  Starr  King  Park,  where  a 
naturalist  and  a geologist  will  take  us 
on  a tour  of  the  park  and  its  native 
and  non-native  species."  "Wow,  that 
bread  sure  is  good.  Did  you  bake  that?" 
"After  the  meeting,  we'll  carpool  over 
to  Potrero  Gardens,  where  Annie  of 
Annie's  Annuals  will  give  one  of  the 
most  spirited  talks  about  Potrero  Hill, 
native  flowers  you  can  imagine."  "Oh, 
my  chickens  love  that  stuff!  I'll  take 
all  the  oxalis  weeds  off  your  hands!" 

"Another  great  field  trip  we  did  was 
to  the  Arboretum  in  Golden  Gate  Park 
— so  much  fun  and  so  educational  that 
we  may  do  it  again."  adds  Eisen.  Potrero 
Hill  residents  interested  in  attending 
may  call  Joni  Eisen  at  648-6740.  Dues 
are  $15  per  household  for  a 2-year 
period.
